Fusion power almost within reach 
A new energy source for the future? 


SAN DIEGO (AP)—A formerly secret conference of 
international scientists is being told the idea behind the 
hydrogen bomb, fusion power, is a potential cure for 
world energy problems and is almost within the grasp of 
man 
Dr. Donald C. Davidson of the U. S. Energy Research 
and Development Administration said Thursday he is en­ 
couraged the goal of getting a demonstration fusion 
power plant in operation by the year 2000 will be met 
The annual Sherwood Controlled Fusion Theory Confer­ 
ence, which cmce required security clearances of its 
participants, this year is being attended by 350 scientists 
from the United States, the Soviet Union. West Germany, 
Great Britain. France, Italy and the Netherlands 


Davidson, assistant director of the applied plasma 
physics division of his agency, described fusion as the 
process of forcing hydrogen atoms together to give off 
gigantic amounts of energy in the form of neutrons. 
Fusion is opposite and more powerful than fission, 
which requires the splitting of atoms and is the basis of 
present-day nuclear power plants, he said. 
But Davidson added extreme conditions must exist for 
fusion to take place. Temperatures must be 100 million 
degrees Celsius, densities must reach about one 
quadrillion particles per cubic meter and the mass must 
be held stable for several seconds for fusion to occur 
No ordinary materials can withstand the heat and pres­ 
sure, but Davidson said physicists are attaining great con­

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Auto in­ 
surance companies have been ac­ 
cused of creating a “big myth” to 
support higher premiums here 
County Supervisor Kenneth Hahn 
said Thursday that he has obtained 
California Highway Patrol statistics 
showing that I#os Angeles County has 
fewer accidents per 1.000 drivers 
than many counties with far lower 
insurance rates 
Hahn accused automobile in­ 
surance companies of using the “big 
lies of more dangerous drivers and 
more accidents to justify outrageous 
rates in Los Angeles County.” 
He said the comparisons included 
Kern. Ventura, Orange, and River­ 
side counties, all bordering Los 
Angeles County. 
Hahn said the figures show, for in­ 
stance, that Bakersfield, in Kern 
County, had 97 per cent more acci­ 
dents per 1,000 population than 
Uikewood. in Los Angeles County, 
but paid 34 per cent less in 
automobile insurance premiums 
He said he will meet Tuesday in 
Sacramento with the members of the 
governor’s staff and assemblymen 
who have sponsored bills to outlaw 
what

redlining.”

('ountered Hahn s charges, saying 
they compute their rates on the basis 
of the risk of an accident. 
In the more heavily populated Los 
Angeles County, they say, there are 
more accidents, therefore a higher

Also, they say, the total loss per 
policy could easily be higher in Los 
Angeles County than elsewhere, as 
labor costs and the inclination to sue 
seem greater here.

He described the implications of fusion power as “enor­ 
mous.” pointing out that the fuel used in the process, 
deuterium, or heavy hydrogen, is available in almost in- 
exhaustable supplies from ocean waters 
He said fusion reactors are not extremely dangerous 


because the process by its very nature is “ self- 
quenching” and could be designed to generate more than 
one thousand million watts of power per unit 


He said under one plan, four of the reactors, which are 
environ mentally “attractive” when compared to nuclear 
plants, would supply the entire power needs of the East 
Coast. 
Davidson said he views President Carter s energy 
program as offering short-range solutions. 
“If we are really serious about the energy problem, we 
must also address the long-range problem, 
he said. 
The conference is sponsored by U. S. corporations and 
foundations interested in nuclear energy.

Death penalty bill voting 
SACRAMENTO (AP) — Backera of this year’s major 
death penalty bill are still three votes away from having a 
crucial two-thirds majority in the Assembly, an As­ 
sociated Press survey indicates. 
But as the lower house prepares to vote on the bill, 
chances seem to be good the bill will pick up the ad­ 
ditional support it needs. 
It will take a two-thirds majority — 54 votes — to ap­ 
prove a death penalty bill that would take effect im­ 
mediately if the legislature overrides Gov. Edmund 
Brown Jr.’s promised veto 
It also takes at least 54 votes to approve an override 
In interviews conducted this week. 51 Assembly 
members said they plan to vote for a death penalty bill by 
Sen George Deukmejian. R-Long Beach 
Nineteen said they will vote against it. and eight were 
undecided. There are two vacancies in the 80-seat house, 
So if none of the aye votes break ranks, six of those 
eight undecided legislators would have to vote against 
capital punishment to stop an override, a possible but not 
probable development.

takes stand 
in her trial 
LOS ANGELES (AP) - Leslie 
Van Houten. who confessed to 
murder nearly seven years ago. says 
she dropped acid" regularly during 
the Manson trial and lied under oath 
because “Charlie told me to.” 
On the witness stand again at her 
second trial, the 27-vear-old Miss 
Van Houten revealed Thursday that 
LSD was smuggled to her as a 
prisoner at the Sybil Brand Institute 
for Women in 1970 and 1971. 
She said she received doses of the 
hallucinogen “about once a month” 
during the 10-month trial and is now 
fuzzy in her recollections of the 
notorious case 
“You know. I don’t remember a lot 
of the proceedings last time." she 
said 
Miss Van Houten took the witness 
stand outside the jury’s presence in a 
move to prevent use of her 1971 con­ 
fession in the current trial. Her at­ 
torney. Maxwell Keith, contends that 
sworn testimony was coerced by 
Manson and was a lie. 
“As you sit here now. do you 
believe your testimony at the penalty 
phase of your original trial was given 
of your own free will?” Keith asked 
“No,” Miss Van Houten replied. , 
“Why was it that you testified to a 
series of falsehoods0” he asked. 
“Because Charlie told me to," 
Miss Van Houten said. 
“Did you realize this could have 
jeopardized your future?” the law­ 
yer asked “I wasn't thinking about 
my future,” Miss Van Houten re­ 
plied. 
“Do you believe you are free of 
Charlie now?” asked Keith. 
"1 know I am," Miss Van Houten 
said 
Miss Van Houten is charged with 
murder in the slayings of Leno and 
Rosemary I^aBianca and conspiracy 
in the five Sharon Tate murders She 
received a new trial because her 
attorney died on a camping trip dur­ 
ing the first tnal. 
In 1971, Miss Van Houten and two 
other women defendants. Susan 
Atkins and Patricia Krenwinkle, con­ 
fessed on the witness stand and 
sought to exonerate Manson. Miss 
Van Houten told then of “stabbing 
and cutting up’’ Mrs. LaBianca and 
expressed no remorse. “Sorry is a 
five letter word,” she said then “It 
can’t bring back anybody.” 
Although it was surmised Manson 
had ordered the women's testimony. 
Miss Van Houten disclosed for the 
first time Thursday how the clan 
leader orchestrated the trial 's out­ 
come under the judge’s eyes. 
When the lawyers went to the 
judge's bench for a conference, she 
said. Manson would issue orders. 
“ Just every once in a while, he'd 
lean over and say, “I haven’t decided 
whether you should testify or not,” 
she recalled. “...Finally, he came in 
and just said, ‘You’re going to 
testify.4" 
Also at the counsel table, she said. 
Manson once threw her a razor blade 
and ordered her to carve an “X” in 
forehead “1 carved it in. * she said 
“Later, I put it in with a bobby pm so 
it would be more permanent.” 
After his order to testify, Miss Van 
Houten recalled. Manson sent a mes­ 
senger to her jail cell by one of the 
Mans<in women who camped outside 
the Hall of Justice through the trial. 
The woman. Nancy Pittman, held 
up a sheet of paper to the glass 
between them, she said It contained 
the script of her testimony dictated 
by Manson. Miss Van Houten said. 
The mam point in confessing the 
murders, she said, was “to make 
sure Charlie wasn't anywhere 
around, that he didn t have any 
knowledge of anything.” 
Thus, she said, she confessed to 
witnessing a murder she never saw 
— thal of musician Gary Hinman — 
and said Manson wasn't involved 
She wanted Manson freed, be­ 
cause “he said he needed to be free 
to keep the thought going ” 
She believed then that Manson * 
mind was her mind, she said, but 
knows now much of his power was 
linked to LSD. 
“If I hadn't dropped acid before 1 
met him,” she said, "1 wouldn t have 
been as open to him He used the 
acid to help encourage us to give up 
our own identities ” 
Mis* Van Houten, whose tes­ 
timony is to continue Monday, did 
not say how LSD was smuggled to 
her during trial. 
“Somebody brought it in to you0”

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Carter visits 
ancestral home 
of Washington 


WASHINGTON, 
England (AP) — George Washington 
didn't sleep here. But his ancestors did, and the roots of 
America’s first president go deep into this old English vil­ 
lage. 
President Carter and British Prime Minister James 
Callaghan paid a whirlwind visit today to the manor 
bouse which sheltered Washingtons for 430 years before 
the Pilgrims ever sailed for Plymouth Rock. 


Washington never saw the estate from which his 
ancestors took their name The first of his clan to live in 
the manor was William de Hertburn of Hartbum. 


As was the custom before surnames existed, he dropped 
Hertburn and assumed the name of the place which now 
belonged to him, “ De Wessyngton,” an Anglo-Saxon mix­ 
ture meaning the estate of a Saxon chief called Hwaes. 
“ If William hadn't moved. America's capital might to­ 
day be called Heartburn,'' says overseer Sylvia Pettit. "I 
think we have quite a good reason to be grateful to this 
house.” 
Carter saw the first president s ancestral home, 
about 270 miles northeast of London, now restored to 
grandeur through the efforts of patrons on both sides of 
the Atlantic 
Only 40 years ago, the imposing three-story mansion 
was a tenement. Six families living under a leaky roof 
without plumbing were evicted by the Health Depart­ 
ment The wrecking ball was poised to send the three- 
foot-thick sandstone walls crashing to rubble when they 
were saved by a group of local residents. 
World War II intervened, and there was no time or 
money to spend on history What was left of the house 
purchased by William in 1183 for four pounds and the loan 
of four greyhounds spent two more decades moldering in 
the r^in. Its only inhabitants were the creatures of the 
field, its only protection, a lush coat of moss. 
In 1957 the local municipal council presented the 
building and its small acreage to Britain’s National Trust, 
a publicly subscribed body which preserves historic 
monuments. 
“ We've had to beg for the last 20 years to get it going.” 
said Mrs Pettit, who oversees the upkeep of Washington 
Old Hall as well as four other National Trust buildings in 
the Washington area 
“ We’ve spent $425,000 so far to restore it, and our ambi­ 
tion is to raise $40,000 more to endow it for the future," 
added Mrs. Pettit, an expert on the Washington family's 
life and times “ It’s been a great labor of love, really ” 
She said one of the hall’s most ardent benefactors is 
Harris Masterson of Houston, Tex., who has contributed 
heavily toward restoration of the manor to its 16th cen­ 
tury state Masterson has traced his ancestry back to the 
Washington family and “ has been like a fairy godfather to 
us.’’

WASHINGTON (AP) - A House 
committee which had voted to have 
the government negotiate the price 
paid for foreign oil reversed itself to­ 
day and decided to leave imports in 
the control of the big U.S. oil com­ 
panies. 
By a 24-17 vote, the House Govern­ 
ment O perations Com m ittee 
rejected a proposal from Rep. John 
Conyers, D-Mich., which would have 
altered drastically the way foreign 
oil is purchased. 
Meantime, a Senate committee 
chairman announced a compromise 
with the White House on a modifica­ 
tion in the administration's bill to 
establish a new energy department. 
Under the compromise, the new 
secretary of energy would have to 
share some of his proposed authority 
over domestic oil and natural gas 
pricing with a three-member 
regulatory board. 
In a surprise 18-16 vote Thursday, 
the House committee had approved 
Conyers' proposal, which would have 
established a new agency within the 
new energy department as “ the sole 
importing agent” for foreign crude 
oil and petroleum products 
The 
government would then have turned 
around and sold the foreign oil to 
U S energy companies 
That vote surprised not only the oil 
companies but the Carter ad­ 
ministration, which had not 
requested such pricing power in the 
President’s new energy program 
now before the Congress. 
In voting today against the 
Conyers amendment. Rep. L H 
Fountain. D-N C., said. “ This would 
be setting up an oil dictatorship in 
this country ” 
Conyers said, to the contrary, the 
proposal would have put the Inited 


States on equal terms with Middle 
Eastern nations whose governments, 
not private firms, set the price of 
crude oil. 
By reversing itself, Conyers said 
the committee was indicating "a 
tendency to capitulate to the mul­ 
tinational companies" 
Across Capitol Hill. Senate Gov­ 


ernmental Affairs Chairman Abra­ 
ham Ribicoff, D-Conn., announced • 
the proposed compromise, hacked by 
nearly all senior members of the 
panel, on domestic oil and natural 
gas pricing powers. 
The three-member regulatory 
board would actually set oil and gas 
prices and have other energy 
regulatory powers, but would act 
upon the recommendation of the new 
energy secretary, expected to be 
White House energy adviser James 
R Schlesinger 
The President would have the 
power to veto decisions by the board 
if he felt they conflicted with his 
national energy program. Otherwise, 
the board's decisions would be final. 
A vote on the compromise was put 
o ff until Monday. The a d ­ 
ministration’s original bill would 
have given the energy secretary 
most of the pricing authority And an 
earlier proposal by Ribicoff would 
have given it to the proposed three- 
member Energy Regulatory Board, 
with Congress serving as referee in 
cases of disputes between the board 
and the energy secretary 
Schlesinger said the adminis­ 
tration supports the proposed com­ 
promise “ We certainly would like to 
see a resolution of them issues." he 
said But asked if he still favors the 
original administration proposal, 
Schlesinger told a reporter, “Of 
course "

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice has seized more than 
one-third of the $1.3 million 
in surplus funds left over 
from former President 
Richard M. Nixon’s 1972 
reelection campaign, 
records on file with the 
Federal Election Commis­ 
sion show. 
A c cor di ng 
to 
the 
records, the IRS on Feb. 22 
assessed taxes totaling 
$550,508 to ensure pay­ 
ment of back taxes on cam­ 
paign money that was used 
to pay for the Watergate 
break-in and later cash 
payments to defendants in 
the scandal that followed. 
C h a r l e s 
P o t t e r , 
chairman of the campaign 
Liquidation Trust, said 
Thursday that the IRS 
“wanted to protect itself 
by ensuring that “we didn't 
pay any claimants” before 
the tax agency’s claims 
were satisfied. 
In March, the trust paid 
$200.000 to settle claims 
brought by four Cuban- 
Americans arrested in the 
Watergate burglary. They 
sought the money on 
grounds they had been 
tricked into committing 
the break-in. 
In addition. Robert C. 
Mardian, a former assis­ 
tant attorney general and 
Nixon campaign official, is 
seeking reimbursement of 
$481.898 for four years of 
legal fees in his successful 
court fight against a con­ 
spiracy charge. 
As of the end of March, 
the trust fund was down to 
$485.000 and had unsettled 
claims totaling more than 
$1 million. Potter, a 
former Republican sena­ 
tor from Michigan, said no 
more claims will be paid 
until the IRS matter is set­ 
tled

Obscenity 
ordinance 
in Chino 
considered 


The Chino City Council 
will consider at its next 
meeting a proposed or­ 
dinance that would prohibit 
obscene conduct and the 
distribution and promotion 
of obscene materials. 
Po lice Chief G erald 
D oyle asked cou n cil 
members to consider the 
o b sce n ity issu e. He 
reported in a memo that an 
ordinance prohibiting such 
activities 
would deter 
“ proprieters of objec­ 
tionable business establish­ 
ments from conducting 
their business activities in 
Chino ” 
Tftfere are no known por­ 
nographic bookstores, nude 
daneing lounges or X-rated 
inovie theaters in Chino, 
officials said. 
Specifics of the proposed 
o rd in a n ce 
w e re n 't 
available at Tuesday s City 
Council meeting. But City 
A tty. Jim G u tie rre z 
described the ordinance as 
“ very detailed.” 
Gutierrez said much of 
the language defining 
obscenity is taken from a 
recent court decision that 
leg ally 
defines 
what 
m aterial is or is not 
obscene 
“ The Chino ordinance 
has a very detailed defini­ 
tion of obscenity,” said 
Gutierrez. “ We won’t have 
any 
c o n s titu tio n a l 
problems whatsoever. 
The proposed ordinance, 
according to the city at­ 
torney, will give Chino of­ 
ficials a mechanism for 
prosecuting 
offenders 
without having to go 
through many of the legal 
b a ttle s 
com m on 
in 
obscenity cases. 
“ Local juries will mfike 
the decisions on what is 
and what is not obscene, 
said Gutierrez. He believes 
the ordinance conforms to 
constitutional 
standards 
and in d icated

stitutionality” would not 
be a problem. 
No council member 
chose to comment on the 
proposed ordinance as the 
public hearing date was 
swiftly set for May 24 The 
vote was 3-0. Mayor Bob 
McLeod and Councilman 
Angel Martinez were ab­ 
sent.

Chino Basin water officials 
can find no easy solutions 


Solution of the sewage crisis in the West End of San 
Bernardino County is still a long wav off, Chino Basin 
Municipal Water District (CBMWD) officials indicated 
Wednesday 
Meeting to discuss the issue of sewage plant capacity 
and the impact of housing growth on that capacity, 
CBMWD directors said there were no easy solutions to 
sewage capacity problems that have plagued the West 
End in recent months 
Discussion centered on possible long-term solutions 
that may include slowed growth, a bond issue, higher 
taxes and higher sewage rates. 
What we are going to have to see is a managed growth 
policy in the West End.'' said Ray Ferguson, general 
manager of CBMWD. “There are no magical answers, 
but we are going to need some time to work these things 
out.” 
CBMWD directors are awaiting approval of a federal 
sewage plant expansion grant that has been held up for 
nearly two years because of concerns by environmental 
protection agency officials. 
' 
Apparently federal officials believe the proposed 
sewage plant expansion at regional sewage plant No. I 
would cause adverse effects in air quality in the West 
End 
CBMWD directors said Wednesday if the grant is 
delayed much longer, they may be forced to abandon it. 
Expansion of plant No. 1 with expected grant funds has 
been one of the integral features of CBMWD’s long-term 
sewage crisis solution 
Under present growth estimates, however, even if the 
plant expansion was begun today and completed in 1981, it 


would be operating at near capacity. 
If the grant is not approved, the options left to CBMWD 
become far less palatable — particularly to taxpayes. 
CBMWD officials believe their choices may eventually 
be reduced to two alternatives. 
One would be to attempt passage of a bond issue to 
finance sewage plant expansions, an unlikely event ac­ 
cording to water officials. 
And the other would be a general tax increase - the 
costs to be born by all taxpayers — to build new sewage 
treatment facilities 
Chino Basin manager Ferguson expressed hope the 
grant application would be approved shortly If not. he 
said the agency would have to turn to one or several of the 
less popular methods of raising money. 
Asked if CBMWD would have to expand sewage treat­ 
ment facilities as part of any long-term goal. Ferguson 
replied. “Definitely.”

In San Bernardino County 
School officials prepare for measles shots rush 


By JON MORRIS 
PB Staff Writer 
School officials in the West End of San Bernardino 
County are rushing to comply with a county order to get 
students immunized against measles by May 15 
Students who do not receive measles shots by that date 
“ m ay” be excluded from school, says Marie Sharp, 
county health educator for the West End. 
Sdhool authorities are concerned the measles epidemic 
reported in Los Angeles County will spread to the West 
End. And the county health department has already 
declared an epidemic in the City of San Bernardino. 
Miss Sharp admits the possibility of excluding students 
from school is not great, since the measles problem in the 
West End is not serious as y e t However, she is urging 
schools to make sure students are inoculated by May 15, 
or there “ could” be exclusions. 


One school official estimated that perhaps as many as 
7.000 students in the West End. or 15 per cent of all pupils, 
had not received measles shots before the health depart­ 
ment order was issued. But health and school officials 
held clinics this week. “ We’ve had a good response to the 
clinics," said Miss Sharp 
As of April 29, about 3.280 students had been immunized 
at county health facilities, she added. School officials 
claim they are hurrying to comply with the county order 
and have been immunizing students at schools besides 
sending them to clinics. 
“ We’ve sent pink notices home with students, saying 
they m ay’ be excluded from school if they have no proof 
of immunization,” said Everett Hilliard, the (kitario- 
Montclair School D istrict’s assistant director of pupil per­ 
sonnel. 
• By sending out the word, we hope to get the majority 


of kids inoculated,” he added Ontario-Montclair has 30 
schools and 15,200 students. 
Hilliard said his district has identified every student 
needing the measles shot. But he declined to give the ex­ 
act number. 
B. J. Noehren, spokesman for the nurses in the Chaffey 
Joint Union High School District, said that perhaps half of 
the students in the district — or 6,000 students — have not 
received measles inoculations. But high school students 
are in a different category. 
• By that age, they have built up an immunity to 
measles in most cases so we re not worried about them, 
she said. 
Because of a shortage of vaccine, elementary and 
junior high students are the only ones urged by the county 
to have inoculations. 
High school students who need shots should get them at 


their own doctors’ offices or through medical plans. 
Elma Baughman, nursing director in the Chino school 
district, said only about 260 students still have not been 
immunized in that district. 
“ We’ve had a crash program to have students in­ 
oculated in grades kindergarten through ninth/' said Mrs. 
Baughman “Our nursing team has bee« visiting every 
school this week to make sure we get kids immunized 
Mrs. Baughman isn’t so sure the measles epidemic is 
confined to Los Angeles County. “ The bugs don’t know the 
difference between county lines.” 
The West End health center will hold the next measles 
clinic on Monday from 4 to 7 p m. The clinic is located at 
1020 W Sixth St., Ontario. 
Other clinics planned Include: Tuesday. 3 to 6 p m..

Laws need 
cost analysis 


The Carter administration is firmly committed to 
cutting the government red tape that frustrates 
businesses and complicates all our lives, says Bert 
Lance, director of the White House Office of 
Management and Budget. 
“That alone will help restore public confidence in 
government/’ says the former Atlanta banker. 
“ Business is spending too much time fooling with 
government forms and government regulations.” 
Of which there is no end. Last year, the Federal 
Register contained 57.000 pages of notices, rules 
and regulations issued by government agencies 
The 94th Congress enacted 588 new public laws, 
each carrying its own economic impact. The Com­ 
mission on Federal Paperwork conservatively es­ 
timates that federal reporting requirements alone 
cost $40 billion a year. 
If the Carter people are really serious about 
tackling this problem, they might take a fresh look 
at an idea that has been kicking around Washington 
since at least 1974. Originally advanced by the 
National Canners Association during the economic 
summit meetings held that year, the idea is to 
require every proposed new regulation or law to 
first undergo a eost-benefit analysis to make sure 
the public gains more than it loses. 
As an example of well-intentioned but unneces­ 
sarily costly regulation, the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration a year ago proposed that labels on can­ 
ned foods bear drained-weight information showing 
how much fruit or vegetable was in the container 
after liquid was poured out. This would have in­ 
volved taking samples off the production line, stor­ 
ing them for a month, opening them and then 
weighing and destroying the contents. 
The canners submitted data showing that the 
regulation would cost $104 million a year and add 
about a cent more to each can or jar of food 
Instead, they suggested a voluntary program, 
costing only $10 million, in which the solid weight of 
raw food was weighed before it was put in the can. 
The FDA agreed to try out the simpler, less expen 
sive plan 
It was one small victory for common sense. New 
the canners’ idea of making cost-benefit analyses 
mandatory has been revived on Capitol Hill in the 
form of the Regulatory Cost Impact Act, which has 
been introduced by bipartisan supporters 
The act would require every federal agency to 
prepare a consumer cost assessment setting forth 
the direct and indirect costs, as well as the benefits, 
of any proposed regulation or legislation that may 
Itave a significant impact on costs to consumers. 
The Regulatory Cost Impact Act would, of 
course, generate new paperwork of its own But in 
(his case, more would really be less in the long run. 


A useless race 
for parking space 


The average shopping center parking lot is more 
than 25 per cent larger than it needs to be. ac­ 
cording to a study by a transportation planning 
organization. 
While most shopping centers are built with 5 5 
parking spaces for each 1,000 square feet of gross 
leasable area in the center, the survey found that 
even on the busiest shopping cays of the year — 
weekends between Thanksgiving and Christmas — 
onlv a tiny fraction of the shopping centers net'ded 
ttiat much room for customers’ cars, reports the 
national accounting firm of Coopers & Lybrand. 
Unfortunately, the study doesn't say how many 
parking spaces are taken up by people who park 
crosswise or who deliberately take two spaces to 
protect their fenders from their neighbors door 
edges, or how many spaces are occupied by aban­ 
doned shopping carts 
Seriously, though, the study points out that this 
excess parking space is simply wasted space that 
could be better utilized for landscaping or for other 
productive and profitable uses Additional savings 
could be realized from lower maintenance costs for 
smaller parking lots

Inside Washington 
Carter staff's salary advance

W ASHINGTON — After the long 
struggle to get to Washington with 
their man as President, members of 
Jimmy Carter’s staff finally made it 
last autumn — only to become 
seemingly more fascinated by the 
charms of Annapolis, Md., 35 miles 
to the east. 
Between mid-November and late 
December of last year, no fewer than 
73 Carter aides submitted to federal 
officials written travel authorization 
requests for trips to Maryland's 
state capital 
C ollectively, the C arter staff 
proposed to spend an astounding 
total of H27 days in Annapolis while 
working on the presidenUal transi­ 
tion between election day and the in­ 
auguration. 
The travel forms were filled out 
for the purpose of securing cash ad 
vances The Carter aides received a 
total of more than $17,500 in such 
payments from the General Services 
Administration (GSAl, the federal 
agency in charge of disbursing 
money from the $2 million govern­ 
ment fund earmarked to finance the 
Carter transition 
But m»< one member of the Carter 
staff «*ver really intended to visit An 
napolls and. 
in fact, none did. 
Instead, they used the “travel ad­ 
vances” to pay personal bills until 
they were able to begin collecting 
their tirst government paychecks. 


In short, those Carter aides 
engaged in a deceptive financial 
maneuver in one of their earliest 
transactions in government — hardly 
an auspicious beginning for an ad­ 
ministration whose candidate cam­ 
paigned on a promise of “I will never 
lie to you” and who repeatedly 
em phasized 
his com m itm ent 
to 
honesty and integrity in government. 


The money now has been fully 
repaid But the GSA officials respon­ 
sible for reclaiming it say it took 
weeks and. in some cases, months to 
collect the funds, even after the 
Carter staff was drawing regular 
salary checks. 


Among the recipients of the cash 
advances, nw»t of which ranged in 
size from $200 to $300. were: 
- T i m o t h y 
E 
K r a f t , 
t he 
fYesident’s appointments secretary. 
-B arry L Jagoda. Carter s prin­ 
cipal television advisor 
- M a r y Fi n ch Hoyt, p r e s s 
secretary to the President’s wife, 
Rosalvnn 
S. David Freeman, deputy to 
James Schlesinger. Carter's per­ 
sonal advisor on energy matters 
The explanations of those who 
received the money after signing the 
phony travel authorizations are vir­ 
tually identical. Most of them spent a 
year or more working for low wages 
in the Carter campaign, and many 
were forced to go into debt or ac­ 
cumulate unpaid bills 
Those chosen to accompany the 
I^resident -elect to Washington after 


the election looked forward to a 
healthy, regular paycheck — only to 
discover that they could get no 
money for a month or more because 
of the routine but aggravating 
bureaucratic 
delays w hile 
the 
payroll was being established. 
In desperation, they say. they 
turned to the scheme of collecting 
advances for phantom trips “ I have 
no problem whatsoever with getting 
a salary advance through a travel 
authorization,” said Jagoda. who 
collected more money than any other 
individual 
While all his colleagues confined 
themselves to one travel advance. 
Jagoda filed for two. He claimed that 
he planned to spend 25 days in An­ 
napolis at an estimated minimum 
cost of $770 60 The maximum sought 
by any other aide was $310 50 for 15 
days. 
Use of the phony travel documents 
was coordinated by two young men 
on the Carter transition staff Walter 
Kallaur. who was in charge of 
finances and who filed for a fictitious 
advance himself, and Jonathan 
Stein. Kallaur’s deputy who signed 
and certified all the requests for 
money 
Kallaur and Stein claim that GSA 
officials, who actually paid out the 
tunds not only approved of the plan 
but initially suggested it 
“ They’re damned liars,” said G C. 
Gardner, the GSA official in charge 
of funding the Carter transition 
They falsified travel advances 
without our knowledge ”

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WASHINGTON - The secret files 
of the House* Assassination Commit­ 
tee contain reports of strange CIA 
activities in Dallas on the* eve of the 
.John F Kennedy assassination 
Credible witnesses have confirmed 
our past reports that the accused as­ 
sassin. l^ee Harvey Oswald, was in 
touch with anti-Castro Cubans in 
Dallas 
One confidential 
report 
suite's that “ in 1963, Oswald was seen 
leaving the Dallas office of 
Alpha 
Mi " This was a Cuban commando 
group traine*d by the CIA. 
A Cuhan CIA operative, Antonio 
Veciana. also told investigators that 
he had been summoned to Dallas in 
August 19(13 by bus CIA contact — a 
mysterious man who went by the 
name of Morris Bishop Slates a con- 
f i d e n t i a l 
s u m m a r y : 
“ When 
(Veciana i arrived, Bishop was ac­ 
companied by another man, Lee 
Harvey Oswald,” 
Another witness who impressed 
the investigators, Sylvia Odio, told 
them that two anti-Castro Cubans 
had introduced her to an American 
by the name* of lx*on Oswald She 
was told that Oswald was trying 
to 
convince anti Castro Cuban groups 
. . . to kill ITesident Kennedy ” 
After the a s s a s s i n a t i o n , 
she 
recognized this American as Lee 
Harvey Oswakl. 
The House* investigators don t real­ 
ly believe that the CIA had any part 
in the murder of President Kennedy 
More likely, they suspect the CIA 
may have tried to cover up some em ­ 
barrassing contacts with Oswald in 
Dallas 
In any case the ('LA took pains to 
give the impression that Oswald was 
in Mexico City at the time that 
witnesses claimed he was dealing 
with the CIA-guided Cubans in 
Dallas Veciana. for example, told of 
a strange call he received from bis 
CIA contact after Kennedy was 
killed 
The CIA man, Morris Bishop, 
asked Veciana to contact his cousin, 
Guillamo Ruiez, who worked for the 
Cuban em bassy in Mexico City, 
R elates a confidential report: 
“Veciana was to relay Bishop's offer 
to pay Kuiez and his wife to say that 
they had met with Oswakl In Mexico 
City ” 
This not only would have placed 
Oswald out of Dallas but would have 
thrown suspicion on the Castro 
government 
The ruse was later 
called off Instead, the CIA cited 
secret tapes and photographs as 


evidence that Oswald had b«*cn in 
touch with both the Cuban and Soviet 
embassies in Mexico City 
The CIA kept tapes of all phone 
calls going in and out of the two em 
hassles. 
F’holographs 
were also 
taken of everyone entering and lcav 
ing these em bassies On Oct. 1. 1963. 
the CIA notified other U S embas 
sies that “an American male, who 
identified himself as Lee Oswald, 
contacted the Soviet Embassy in 
Mexico City.” 
Oswald was described in the cable 
as ' approximately 35 years old. with 
an athletic build, about 6 feet tall, 
with a receding hairline ” The com 
mittee files note that this “ in no way 
physically resembles the Lee Harvey 
Oswald 
accused 
of assassinating 
President Kennedy ” 
The O A sought photographs from 
the Navy to com pare with its 
photographs* of Oswald at the Soviet 
em bassy 
D eclares a com m ittee 
report ' Them* photographs, though 
obviously not of the correct Lee 
Harvey Oswald, became the Warren 
('onuniaaion s exhibit 237 The CIA 
admitted that there had been a mix- 
up but never cleared the matter up ” 
A CIA witness has told committee 
investigators, meanwhile, that the 
CIA's monitoring camera happened 
to break down on the day that Oswald 
allegedly visited the Soviet embassy 
But the CIA tap on the Soviet embas­ 
sy ’s phone produced an alleged 
telephone call from someone who 
identified himself as “ Lee Henry 
Oswald ” 
The CIA witness claimed that the 
actual vo ice recording of the 
telephone 
conversati on 
“ was 
destroyed in routine destruction 
procedures approximately one week 
after it was received.” Yet more 
than seven weeks later, the FBI 
claimed to have heard the telephone 
conversation that the CIA said had 
been destroyed The FBI s judgment 
was that the voice did not belong to 
Oswald 
Wrote late FBI Director J Edgar 
Hoover on Nov 
23. 
1963 
T h e 
Central Intelligence Agency advised 
that on Oct. 1, 1963, an extremely 
sensitive source had reported that an 
individual identified himself as Lee 
Oswald, who contacted the Soviet 
Embassy in Mexico City inquiring as 
to any messages 
‘ Special agents of this bureau, 
who have conversed with Oswakl in 
Dallas, Tex., have observed 
photographs of the individual 


referred to above and have listened 
to a recording of his voice These 
special agents are of the opinion that 
the above-referred-to individual was 
not Lee Harvey Oswald ” 
The House Investigators are begin­ 
ning to wonder whether the CIA con­ 
cocted the whole Oswald adventure 
in Mexico City in an attempt to con­ 
ceal his real activities tn Dallas It is 
worth mentioning that the CIA, at 
White House instigation, began to 
c reate another Mexico cover story 
nine* years later to obstruct the F B I .

Does title to land abutting navigable lakes and 
streams extend to the low water mark? The ques­ 
tion may not seem important to a majority of 
Californians but to owners of more than 6,000 miles 
of lake and river front properties throughout the 
state it is an issue provoking a major battle 
This because the State Land Commission, which 
has jurisdiction over some 3.5 million acres of tide 
and submerged lands, is pressing claims to the high 
water mark of such properties as part of its newly 
launched efforts to enforce its rights over all state- 
owned lands. 
To owners of waterfront properties this is not 
only subjecting them to demands for rental pay­ 
ments for boat docks extending beyond the high 
water mark but is also opening the path for the 
public to use what the owners have heretofore con­ 
sidered their private beaches. While the issue 
presently seems confined mostly to the Tahoe and 
Donner Lake areas, it affects at least 34 other lakes 
and 25 rivers ami streams within the state. 
The Land Commission has momentarily been 
halted in asserting its claims by temporary 
restraining orders granted by courts in Placer and 
Nevada counties. Although that action only bars 
pursuit of the claims in the two counties, the agen­ 
cy’s executive officer. Bill Northrup, said the com­ 
mission will withhold further actions throughout 
the state pending the outcome of the current cases 
Nevertheless, the water front property owners, 
especially those of long standing, are perplexed 
over the apparent reversal of a law which has been 
in effect for 106 years 
Northrup stated that criticisms of the Land Com­ 
mission by the legislature over the lack of inventory 
of state properties and the failure to collect rentals 
for state land prompted the efforts 
He said because the commission had been given 
legal opinions by the attorney general bolding that 
state ownership of lakes and streams extended to 
the high water mark, the commission was duty- 
bound to seek rents for their useage He said, 
however, the commission would be satisfied if the 
courts ruled otherwise. 
There is some puzzlement about what appears to 
be a turnabout by the attorney general, who it is 
claimed ruled in numerous other opinions that the 
state's'title ended at the low water mark Sean Mc­ 
Carthy, counsel for the California Land Title As­ 
sociation, even disputes the fact any formal opinion 
to the contrary has been issued He said it was 
nothing more than an informal letter opinion 
which does not bind the commission ” 
Whether that is so or not. the fact is that, as is ad 
mitted in the letter opinion, “the state's current 
position with respect to inland navigable boun 
daries is inconsistent with that taken by this office 
and the commission before 1970 ” A further irony in 
the controversy is that N. Gregory Taylor, now as 
chief of the land law section in the attorney 
general’s office, is asserting the high water mark 
claim Yet, in 1971, in a statement to the En; 
vironmental Law Institute. Gregory stated. “The 
state . . . is the owner of all tide and submerged 
lands below the ordinary high water mark in areas 
affected by the tidal action and ordinary low water 
mark in non-tidal areas.” He cited numerous cases 
to back his view’ that the low water mark was the 
boundary on lakes and streams 
K 
Settlement of the issue now seems to rest with the 
courts 
For. despite pending legislation authored by Sen 
John Nejedly which would reaffirm long «s 
taWished Law precluding the state from assessing 
rentals for non-commercial recreational boat docks 
on waterfronts, a high water mark decision by the 
courts would open up such frontage property to asc 
by the public dunng periods of low water.

I am well into my 70s 
D EAR R EA D ER - Thank you for 
sharing vour experience with other 
column readers I am glad you were 
so successful in obtaining relief of 
your obstruction of the esophagus. 
The esophagus tube that connects 
to the stomach is sometimes con­ 
stricted at its lower end, just before 
the stomach. When the constriction 
becomes severe it may prevent food 
from entering the stomach 
Some of these obstructions are 
caused by the irritating effects of the 
acid-digestive ju ices leaking 
backward — out of the stomach into 
the lower esophagus After years of 
this the lower esophagus is scarred 
and contracted, liiis is one reason 
why a person with esophageal reflux 
problems — which may or may not 
be associated with a hiatal hernia of 
the stomach through the diaphratn — 
needs to follow a good preventive 
program

how to manage esophageal reflux

A person with an overactive 
thyroid can eat an enormous amount 
of food and still lose weight The 
thyroid is commonly enlarged when 
it is overactive — but not all 
enlarged thyroids are overactive — 
and the gland is located as you 
describe it Also It moves up and 
down as you swallow so the chances 
are that your son does have an 
enlarged thyroid gland 
U the doctor does not know what 
your son has 1 would suggest that you 
request a consultation with a 
spedalist in internal medicine The 
function of the thyroid gland can be 
easily tailed. Perhaps your son s 
doctor has done this but If not, a 
specialist could have tests done to 
evaluate the thyroid gland

New life 
in baby 
births

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
If you think more women 
are having babies these 
days, you’re right. But it’s 
far from a baby boom. 
New government figures 
show we may be seeing the 
first 
faint 
signs that 
women are beginning to 
have the babies they once 
postponed 
The general fertility 
rate, which measures the 
number of births per 1,000 
women of childbearing 
age, jumped in January. 
The Census Bureau says 
its seasonally adjusted 
general fertility rate hit 
68.3 during January, the 
highest it has been since 
October 1974 when it was 
69 8. It was 66 in Decem­ 
ber 1976. 
Also, the birth rate and 
the number of live births 
increased about 1 per cent 
each between January 1976 
and January 1977. 
The birth rate, which 
measures the number of 
births per 1.000 persons — 
including everyone, not 
just women of child­ 
bearing age — jumped 
from 14 2 in January 1976 
to 15.0 in January 1977 
At the same time, the 
number of live births in­ 
creased by 1.3 per cent 
from 3,142.000 for the year 
ending in January 1976 to 
3,182,000 for the year 
ending in January 1977. 
No one knows for sure 
whether this indicates the 
beginning of a trend for 
more women to have 
babies or that young people 
are deciding marriage and 
a family aren’t so bad after 
all. 
If the experts suspect the 
answer, they certainly 
hedge their predictions. 
* lt could be the beginn­ 
ing of a continuing in­ 
crease. but it s hard to 
say,” said Robert Heuser, 
chief of natality statistics 
at the National Center for 
Health Statistics. “ This 
may indicate that women 
are beginning to make up 
their postponed births, but 
it may not.” 
Records show that the 
number of first births by 
women between ages 30 
and 34 increased from 7.8 
to 8 1 per 1.000 between 
1974 and 1975, the latest 
vear for which these 
figures are available 
G ov ern m en t 
d em o ­ 
graphers, 
an extraordi­ 
narily cautious group when 
it comes to predicting fer 
tility patterns, say there is 
at least a possibility that 
the number erf births will 
not drop off 
For starters, thanks to 
the post World War II baby 
boom, there are now 49 1 
million women in the 
childbearing years 15 to 44. 
Thit is more than ever 
before. 
If each bears the two 
children that the average 
woman expects to have, 
that could create a baby 
boom as big as the one that 
peaked in the late 1950s 
when there were 4 3 mil­ 
lion births per year 
But social values haw 
changed The high cost of 
living has made it neces 
sary for more married 
women to work, and the 
women s movement has 
made work more accept­ 
able 
Campbell 
Gibson, 
a 
population expert at the 
Census Bureau, 
believes

the birth rate could in 
crease slightly in the next 
few years. 
“ An examination of re­ 
cent economic conditions 
suggests that a substantial 
increase in annual fertility 
is unlikely to occur im 
mediately,’ he said “ It is 
more likely to occur when 
the current unfavorable 
economic conditions have 
been eliminated 
The vital s ta tis tic s 
report follows a Census 
Bureau population profile 
for 1976 which showed that 
the total fertility rate had 
dropped to a record low of 
in. 
If you’re confused, 
vou re not alone 
This total fertility rate is 
the number of children the 
average 
woman 
would 
have at the end of her 
childbearing years if the 
rate remains at 1 76 until 
she reaches her mid 40s. 
It shows the births per 
woman and demographers 
say it is the most accurate 
measure of the annual rate 
of childbearing 
The total fertility rate is 
not estimated by month 
and 
is th erefo re not 
available for January 1977.

While he still wears blue 
jeans on weekends and 
carries his own suit bag on 
trips, there is less concern 
expressed now for the 
plight of the poor and the 
jobless. 
Carter and his advisers 
speak more now of the 
need to restore business 
confidence in the econ­ 
omy, to spur businessmen 
to step up lagging invest­ 
ments. 
Two obvious actions 
taken to placate business 
were the withdrawal of the 
$50 tax rebate plan, which 
businessmen regarded as 
inflationary, and the re­ 
cent anU-inflaUon program 
itself, which lacked any 
hint of the price controls or 
other price actions opposed 
by business. 
The Carter anti-inflation 
program didn’t differ in a 
single major respect from 
the anti-inflation policies 
pursued by former Presi­ 
dent Gerald R. Ford s ad­ 
ministration. 
With the withdrawal of 
the rebate plan, there ac­ 
tually is less economic 
stimulus in Carter s 
economic program than 
Ford had recommended 
before leaving office 
Little ha* been heard 
since the election about 
Carter's campaign pledge 
to return the nation to full 
employment, or just about 
full employment, by IWM). 
The emphasis in recent 
White House pronounce 
menu has been on the need 
to control inflation. 
To he sure, Carter »till 
pledges he w ill reduce 
unemployment and aver» 
any intention of using a 
high jobless rate to combat 
inflation - a charge be 
made during the campaign 
against the previous ad 
ministrations of Ford and 
former President Richard 
M Nixon 
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Inflation and unemplov 
ment can be dealt with 
sim ultaneously. Carter 
savs. 
But the Ford and Nixon 
administrations also had 
claimed they were fighting 
both simultaneously. Cer­ 
tainly neither of them 
would admit publicly they 
were using unemployment 
to fight inflation 
The fact rem ains, 
however, that Ford and 
Nixon did tolerate a high 
jobless rate in their drive 
to reduce inflation. For his 
part. Carter now appears 
just as willing as they to 
accept a high unemploy­ 
ment rate tor the short­ 
term. 
None of this is to say that 
Carter realistically could 
pursue any other policy 
Most 
D em o cratic 
economists now agree with 
Republicans that a cash 
program to restore full 
employment in a year or 
two would set off a dis­ 
astrous hurst of inflation. 
But if that is the reality, 
Carter may find himself 
more and more having to 
backtrack on his tripartite 
campaign pledge to slash 
inflation, restore full 
employment and balance 
the budget, all before 1981. 
Carter's current goal of 
reducing the jobless rate to 
below 7 per cent by the end 
of the yerfr Is the identical 
goal set by the Ford ad 
frustration for 1978. Ford 
didn’t make It, of course, 
but there is no assurance 
Carter will, either 
Even if he does, a 7 per 
cent unemployment rate 
means nearly seven 
million Americans w ill 
still be out of work The 
target for 1978 is a 6 per 
cent unemployment rate, 
and many of the people 
who voted Carter into of­ 
fice may find that still in 
tolerably high for the mid­ 
point of Carter's term in 
office, 
C a rte r’s 
campaign 
rhetoric, of course, ha* 
come up hard against the 
n atio n 's 
econom ic 
realities 
The point is sometime» 
missed by politicians that 
jobs in the economy are 
created prim arily by 


private industry, not by 
campaign rhetoric. New 
investments are required 
to create new jobs, and for 
the past few years, invest­ 
ment has been proceeding 
much too slowly. 


At the strong urging of 
Treasury Secretary W. 
Michael Blumenthal and 
Budget Director Bert 
Lance, Carter backed off 
from the rebate plan and 
assured businessmen there 
will never be price controls 
in his administration. 
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It s too early to know if 
all of these will work. But 
if the hoped-for increase in 
business investment hasn t 
materialized by the end of 
this year, and if the

Keeping your carpet 
clean isn’t only a matter of 
helping it retain its bright 
appearance, although that 
certainly is a sufficiently 
desirable end in itself. 
What many might consider 
an even more important 
reason is that cleanliness 
prolongs the life of a 
carpet to a considerable 
degree 
C a rp e ts should be 
vacuumed at least once a 
week, using a cleaner 
equipped with a brush or 
beater-bar and without 
teeth, combs or rough 
edges The cleaner should 
be moved slowly to allow 
the suction to pick up 
embedded soil particles 
Although the vacuuming 
can be done in any direc­ 
tion, the final strokes 
should be parallel to give 
the carpet a uniform sur­ 
face appearance 
The 
cleaner should go over a 
given area from three to 
seven times. 
For daily surface clean­ 
ing, a nonelectric carpet 
sweeper will do the job 
nicely. It is designed to 
take up lint, crumbs, some 
dust and other surface lit­ 
ter A straight suction-tvpe 
vacuum cleaner also does 
this as well as picking up 
all surface dust. In both 
cases, however, little or no 
embedded dirt is removed, 
which is the reason for the 
more thorough once-a- 
week cleaning with a 
vacuum cleaner that com­ 
bines strong suction with a 
revo lving brush 
The 
brushes should be kept 
clean and replaced when 
worn out. 
What happens when a 
carpet accumulates so 
much soil that it becomes 
dulled? A special cleaning 
is in order The Carpet and 
Hug Institute recommends 
one of three methods — the 
wet, an absorbent powder 
cleansing and the use of an 
aerosol foam spray. 
Wet cleaning is suitable 
for most carpets 
Use a 
mild, neutral detergent 
made especially for carpet 
cleaning and follow the 
directions for dilution and 
application. 
Avoid using 
soap, ammonia, washing 
soda or an y strong 
household cleaning agent. 
Do not get the carpet too 
wet. Remove all furniture 
from the room before you 
start or place thick plastic 
wrap or aluminum foil un­ 
der and around the legs of 
chairs, tables and other 
furniture When the carpet 
is clean, brush the wet pile 
in one direction with a soft 
brush or a special plastic 
or wooden rake finishing 
tool. Dry the carpet by 
opening the windows and, 
if practical, turning up the 
heat 
Absorbent powders are 
often used for the removal 
of surface oil, following the 
manufacturer's directions 
carefully. To use aerosol 
foam spray, apply a thin 
layer on the carpet, work it 
in with a wet sponge, mop 
and vacuum when dry. 
Here, too, be sure to follow 
the manufacturer’s direc­ 
tions 


Should you wish to use a 
professional cleaning 
establishment, try to get a 
recommendation from a 
neighbor and investigate 
both “ on location” or 
“ plant” cleaning. A pro 
can also remove stubborn 
stains or repair torn areas. 


For handling spots and 
stains yourself, the best 
advice anyone can give is 
to act immediately. Blot 
liquids with clean white 
towels or tissues, then use 
another clean towel damp­ 
ened with water or a mild 
detergent, working gently 
from the edge of the spot 
toward the center 
Con­ 
tinue to blot until the 
carpet is nearly dry Semi­ 
solids or solids can be 
lifted with a spoon or dull 


knife before taking any 
other 
action. 
Whatever 
cleaning solution you use. 
pretest it first in an incon­ 
spicuous area. Hold a 
white tissue on the wet 
area and count to 10. Ex­ 
amine the tissue for carpet 
dye transfer. Examine the 
carpet. If there is damage 
to the carpet or its dyes, 
the solution should not be 
used. But remember again 
— it’s the action you take 
in the first couple of 
minutes that is important,

Fuchsias. Pelargoniums and Geraniums. 
—Aphids multiply rapidly during thus warm spring 
weather.

—Don't forget soil preparation. Your nurseryman can 
make suggestions which will make your soil more 
workable Your plants will be happier too.

Home gardeners can 
help curb spray use 


Home gardeners and 
consumers can help reduce 
the overuse of pesticides, a 
major factor in pollution of 
the environment, says a 
University of California 
agricultural researçher 
D r. 
P a u l 
D e B a c h . 
professor of biological con­ 
trol at UC Riverside, says 
the United States alone 
uses about one billion 
pounds of pesticides each 
year. 
“ Eoolqgists 
generally 
estimate that at least half 
of the insecticides now 
used are unnecessary.’’ 
said the UC authority on 
biological t natural ) con­ 
trol of insect pests. 
Although government 
agencies and agricultural 
scientists are trying hard 
to reduce the use of 
p e s tic id e s . 
D e B a ch 
believes the food consumer 
and the home gardener 
also can contribute to 
reducing pesticide use. 
In the g a rd e n , he 
suggests, if w ater is 
available this year, why 
not try spraying water with 
the garden hose, or hand 
picking, as a method of 
removing insects from 
plants? 
“ W ater 
sprays also 
remove airborne dust, 
which is harmful to many 
small beneficial insects 
When hand picking to 
remove pest eggs, larvae, 
or pupae," he adds, “ place 
them in suitable containers 
having a mesh screen 
cover. This will permit the 
beneficial parasites to es­ 
cape but keep the large 
pest insect inside." 


Home gardeners can also 
put up m echanical or 
sticky barriers to keep ants 
out of trees, he said Seek­ 
ing honeydew, ants attend 
many pests such as aphids, 
soft scales and mealybugs 
to get their syrupy secre­ 
tions and drive away the 
pests’ enemies 
Maintaining diversity in 
the garden also is impor­ 
tant in abetting biological 
control of pest insects. 
D eBach added 
“ The 
greater the floral and 
faunal diversity that is pre­ 
sent in a backyard or gar­ 
den. the greater is the 
chance that a given natural 
enemy species will find a 
suitable source of other 
prey when its primary one 
becomes scarce. ” 
As for the consumers, 
D eBach b elieves 
the 
“ ridiculously high stan­ 
dards for cosmetic ap­ 
pearance of foodstuffs 
force the farmer to apply 
unneeded insecticides or 
fungicides in order to 
produce a product without 
a single blemish.” 
These cosmetic stan­ 
dards should be changed to 
allow for a few blemishes 
caus'd by Insect feeding, 
he believes, and “ the en­ 
vironm entally 
oriented 
public can and should press 
the issues of clean food 
versus poisoned food and 
the right of a farmer not to 
have his crops receive drift 
of toxic chemicals.” 
“ With proper emphasis 
on biological control, there 
is no telling to what 
minimum the use of insec­ 
ticides could be reduced ” 


l tie hardest winter in a 
century has left its mark in 
high fuel bills, devastated 
streets and roads, unex­ 
pected automobile repairs, 
droughts, 
floods, 
and 
more. And trees and plants 
and shrubs and lawns are 
showing their pains from 
the sinister season. 
From the American As­ 
sociation of Nurserymen, 
the national organization 
for the “ Green Survival’’ 
people who grow, sell, in­ 
stall and care for en­ 
vironmental 
plantings, 
comes timely information 
and advice about this most 
unusual winter’s effect on 
your landscape 
Th eir firs t word of 
counsel is this: wait. All 
your plant materials have 
had a hard time of it. but 
nature has rem arkable 
healing gifts if you will be 
patient Do not uproot a 
tree or shrub or plant just 
because it appears to be an 
invalid. Be a little patient, 
because Doctor Nature’ is 
at work, and the best 
‘recovery room’ is right 
there in the ground where 
roots are recuperating. 
There are a few things 
you can do to help nurse 
things along, according to 
the professionals in the 
nursery industry 
Some 
special foods will likely be 
required. This varies from 
region to region and from 
plant to plant, so you 
should check this out with 
your fa vo rite garden 
center or landscape firm. 
In most places, a fertilizer 
that is lower-than-usuai in 
nitrogen will be indicated, 
but don't guess at this — 
let the right authority 
prescribe the diet. 
Water is needed, but a 
danger may be in over­ 
watering 
Your green, 
growing friends are thirsty 
after the hard winter, but 
their roots will have trou­ 
ble taking on a lot of water 
at this stage. A good 
schedule is this: if you 
have not had a soaking rain 
in about ten days, apply 
your own soaking rain. 
In drought areas this pre­ 
sents another problem, of 
course, but there are solu­ 
tions to it. One step you 
may not have thought of is 
to save bathtub water, 
soap and ail, for your trees 
and plants. Gardeners in 
England have been doing 
this successfully for years. 
Another point to keep in 
mind is that more plants i 
suffer from over-watering 
than from too little. In dry 
places, the little bit of 
water actually needed by 
plants is more than com­ 
pensated by the many 
benefits they provide 
Don’t sprinkle. Instead, 


put the needed water right 
down at the base of the 
plant. Mulching is a major 
consideration to reduce 
evaporation, keep water in 
the soil, eliminate weeds. 
If weeds do grow, pull 
them up by hand so they 
won’t rob the good plants 
of needed nutrients and 
water. 
Some plant m aterial 
patients may require dis­ 
creet amputation for their 
healthy survival. The gar­ 
dener’s word for it is 
“ pruning.” You 
will 
probably need to do more 
of it this spring than usual, 
and the American Associa­ 


tion of Nurserymen has 
some cominon-sense tips 
on that subject. 


Their most important tip 
may be this: a brown leaf 
does not necessarily mean 
a dead plant. At this time 
of year, after this kind of 
winter, don’t cut away just 
because you see some ill- 
looking growth. Nature 


m ay be w o rk in g on 
recovery, so wait until new 
growth begins. 


In past seasons you may 
have pruned to help shape 
the shrub or plant, but 
don t be in a hurry to do 
that this spring because 
the plants need all the 
greenery possible to help 
get back on their feet

It’s the time also for our annual 
plea to establish a competitive 
balance in major sports in the 
SCIAC. Baseball was down except 
few La Verne this year and the Leos 
dominated. 
But the bottom is where the consis­ 
tent imbalance is year after year 
after year 
The reference, of course, is to 
Caltech in basketball and baseball 
and Pomona-Pitzer in football and 
baseball. 
Caltech wisely dropped out of in­ 
tercollegiate football years ago and 
went to jayvee competition. It should 
do the same in basketball and 
baseball and so should Pomona- 
Pitzer in football and baseball where 
neither team has been competitive 
now for years 
To update things, Pomona-Pitzer 
lost to all seven conference football 
opponents last season while being 
outscored. 434-98 The Sagehens were 
0-9 in 1975, 1-8 in 1974 (while being 
outscored. 359-68). 1-7-1 in 1973 and 2- 
7 in 1972 
In baseball, the Hens finished with 
a 3-15 conference mark (beating 
Caltech three times) and were 6-17 
overall. LIFE Bible and Pacific 
Christian were the other victims 
The Sagehens have won only 40 of 160 
games in six years. 
Obviously Pomona-Pitzer and 
Caltech should play each other plus 
LIFE, P C. and then fill out the 
schedule with jayvee teams. 
THAT would be a competitive 
schedule and certainly one more 
enjoyable to the student-athletes in­ 
volved. It would eliminate the week­ 
ly humiliations also the ennui suf­ 
fered by the opponents 
In the past, the writer has been 
criticized by Caltech officials and, 
surprise, Claremont-Mudd (not 
Pomona-Pitzer) coaches for his 
stand.

LOS ANGELES - After his 
tremendous month of April, Dodger 
third baseman Ron Cey has been the 
subject of constant interviews with 
the media. 
Cey admits it has bothered his con­ 
centration. 
But the popular Penguin" made it 
even tougher on himself Thursday 
night by breaking out of a slump with 
a grand slam homer to highlight a 
seven-run outburst in the fifth inning 
in the Dodgers’ 7-2 win over the New 
York Mets and ace pitcher Tom 
Seaver. 
“The repercussions of April cer­ 
tainly took their toll," Cey said after 
belting his 10th home run of the 
season and boosting his major league 
RBI lead to 33 “To put it mildly. I’ve 
been very busy with the media. 1 just 
haven’t been able to concentrate. 
I've been over-anxious, too, and I’ve 
also been pitched well." 
Cey’s homer was the big moment 
in another night of great Dodger 
achievements. 
With the victory, manager Tom 
Lasorda’s club built its incredible 
record to 21-4 and a 9 1/2-game edge 
over the second-place Cincinnati 
Reds in what is rapidly turning into a 
complete runaway in the National 
League West. 
After sweeping the Mets four 
straight in holding the New Yorkers 
to only five runs, the Dodgers now 
tackle the Philadelphia Phillies, the 
defending National League East 
champions, in a weekend series 
A win tonight over the Phils would 
match the Dodgers’ greatest start in 
their long history with the 1955 
Brooklyn Dodgers opening their 
season with a 22-4 mark 
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The Dodgers broke up Thursday s 
pitching duel between Seaver (4-1) 
and undefeated Rick Rhoden (5-0) in 
a big way in the fifth inning. 
After Rick Monday opened the in­ 
ning with a double, Dusty Baker 
belted his fifth home run of the 
season over the leftfield fence. 
Reserve catcher Johnny Oates 
beat out a drag bunt and stole se­ 
cond. Rhoden followed with a single 
to left and Davey Lopes singled to 
right 
Bill Russell’s ground out advanced 
Rhoden and Lopes to second and 
third so the Mets elected to give 
Reggie Smith an intentional walk to 
load the bases for Cey. 
It wasn’t a bad move since Cey had 
been hitless in 15 at-bats and only 
one-for-25 since April 27 as his 
average had dropped from .476 to 
352. 
“Walking Reggie was a good move 
for a lot of reasons." Cey said. "I 
hadn’t been setting the world on fire 
lately, you know 
I had to con­ 


centrate a little more, and that's 
what I needed to do. This week, with 
all the attention I've been getting, 
it’s been like a zoo ” 
After working the count to 3-2. Cey 
bombed a Seaver pitch into the right- 
field pavilion. 
Rhoden lost his bid for a shutout in 
the eighth inning when the Mets 
John Milner hit a two-run homer, 
“ I’ve given up several home 
runs," Rhoden said. “ But I’ve 
always had a big lead, it seems. I can 
afford to experiment a little. The 
fewest runs we’ve scored when I 
have been pitching is six. If we keep 
that up. I shouldn't ever lose "

Abdul-Jabbar,

During the regular season, the 
Lakers won three of four meetings 
with Portland and Abdul-Jabbar 
averaged 25 points and Walton 24 3 
Walton averaged 21 rebounds and 
Abdul-Jabbar 13.7. 
In the four games, Walton did not 
appear in the third game and Abdul- 
Jabbar saw limited service in the 
fourth, a 145-116 rout by the Trail 
Blazers. 
Both Walton and Abdul-Jabbar 
were No. I draft choices after 
finishing their collegiate careers 
Abdul-Jabbar was chosen by 
Milwaukee in 1969 and was traded to 
the leakers for the 1975-76 season 
Walton was Portland’s top choice in 
1974. 
The Lakers, using the home court 
advantage to its fullest, beat the 
Golden State Warriors 97-84 in the 
seventh and deciding game of their 
West semifinal series, winning all 
four of their games at their Forum 
home. 
Because they finished the regular 
season with the best record in the 
league, 53-29, the Inkers get the 
home court advantage as long as 
they remain in the playoffs. Portland 
finished second to the Lakers in the 
Pacific Division with a 49-33 mark 


and elim inated Denver in the 
playoffs. 
Coach Jerry West of the Lakers 
said, “To beat Portland, we simply 
must stop their running game They 
are by tar the quickest team in the 
league." 
West also emphasized that the 
Lakers must shoot better than they 
did against Golden State when they 
won the final game while hitting only 
413 per cent from the floor 
Over-all during the season, the 7- 
foot-3'2 Abdul-Jabbar averaged 26 2 
points and 13 3 rebounds and was 
third in scoring. The 6-11 Walton 
averaged 18.6 points and 14 4 
rebounds. He led the league in 
rebound average and Abdul-Jabbar 
was second. They also were 1-2 in 
blocked shots with 3.25 per game for 
Walton and 3 18 for Abdul-Jabbar. 
Coach Jack Ramsay of Portland 
says his club is happy to be playing 
the Lakers rather than Golden State 
because it wants to prove which is 
the better team after the close finish 
during the regular season. 
The Trail Blazers eliminated 
favored Denver in six games and wiil 
have an advantage in rest, having 
finished that series Monday night 
Don Chaney, who held the 
Warriors’ Phil Smith to less than U 
points per game, probably will be as­ 
signed to the Trail Blazers Lionel 
Hollins.

Accepting the award in 
behalf of the late Mr. Shaf­ 
fer were his nephew, Den­ 
nis Shaffer, and his sister- 
in-law, Mrs. Merle Shaffer 
The other winners received 
their honors in person. 


The plaques, provided by 
the United Savings-Helms 
Athletic Foundation, were 
presented by Dr. Edward 
W Malan, Pomona College 
director 
of ath letics. 
Richard Henderson, Los 
Angeles, president of the 
Pomona College Down­ 
town Club, presided at the 
dinner m eeting, after 
which the group attended 
the Dodger-New York 
Mets baseball game. 


L in d b a ld , 
born 
in 
Oakland, was a two-year 
varsity letterman in foot­ 
ball and a one-year let­ 
term an in basketball, 
baseball and track at E l 
Rancho High School in 
Pico Rivera. In his senior 
year, he quarterbacked his 
team to the San Gabriel 
V a lle y League cham ­ 
pionship and was selected 
for the All-League Team. 
At Pomona College he was 
a three-year varsity let­ 
terman and earned a frosh 
numeral in football. His 
frosh teammates elected 
him co-captain of the team 
in 1954 and he co-captained 
the varsity team in 1957. 


Often described as “ the 
coach on the fie ld , 
Lindblad led the Sagehens 
to the conference cham­ 
p io n sh ip d u rin g h is 
sophomore year. He was 
named to the AU-SCIAC 
team for three years and to 
the sm all college All- 
American Team of 1955. In 
his junior year, he led the 
conference in punting with 
a 42 5 yard average and 
was a close runner-up in 
the nation. In his senior 
year, he was second in pas­ 
sing and third in total of­ 
fense in the conference 
As a physicist. Lindblad 
received graduate honors 
at Harvard in 1963 and 
served as a H arvard 
Project Consultant from 
1964-69 
He also served 
with the U.S. Agency for 
International Development 
in India in 1969 and as a 
Fu lb rig h t Lectu rer in 
Uruguay in 1976. He is 
currently instructor in 
physics and astronomy at 
Saddleback College in Mis­ 
sion Viejo.

yards gained rushing in a 
single career — 1.124 yards 
on 184 attempts — a record 
he still holds. 
Although sought by 
several of the nation’s top 
professional 
football 
teams, he elected instead 
to seek a degree in 
architecture at the Univer­ 
sity of Pennsylvania. To­ 
day, he is a successful 
practicing architect with 
offices in San Diego and 
Newport Beach.

Compton Union High and 
was captain of several 
teams, including the tennis 
team in 1918. At Pomona 
College, she was a physical 


education major and par 
ticipated 
in basketball, 
hockey and baseball. She 
was named to the All-Star 
Teams in all three sports 
and received a Women’s 
Letter for her efforts. At 
the end of her senior year, 
she was presented a 
Sp ecial 
A chievem ent 
Award by the Women s 
Athletic Department, one 
of very few ever presented. 
After graduation. Mrs 
Pendleton taught physical 
education at both grade 
and junior high school 
levels in Los Angeles, and 
later taught at Alhambra 
High School. 
She married Morris B. 
Pendleton, 
a 
Pomona 
College classmate who to­ 
day is chairman emeritus 
of Pendleton Tool In ­ 
dustries, Inc. and an 
honorary 
tru stee of 
Pomona, in 1924 Actively 
involved in Camp Fire 
Girls and the Eastern Star, 
she has devoted much of 
her life to Pomona College 
Two sports facilities at 
Pomona are named in her 
honor: 
the 
G la d y s 
Pendleton Swimming Pool 
and the Gladys Pendleton 
P h y s ic a l 
E d u c a tio n 
Center, both made possible 
by significant contribu­ 
tions by her and her hus­ 
band. 
An outspoken champion 
of women's liberation long 
before the term became 
widespread, Mrs. Pendle­ 
ton has continuously sup­ 
ported and championed Po­ 


mona College’s program of 
physical education and ath­ 
letics, both personally and 
financially. 
Shaffer, who was killed 
in a flight-training crash in 
Pensacola, Florida, in 
1936, while an officer in the 
Naval Air Corps, was a 
four-year letterm an in 
basketball and swimming, 
and a two-year letterman 
in football at Antelope 
Valley High. He was a 
member and later presi­ 
dent of the school’s Honor 
Society and was one of the 
most highly publicized 
prep athletes of his time. 
At Pomona College, 
Shaffer was a three-year 
letterman in football, 
basketball and baseball 
during all of his four years. 
In addition to his running 
skills and his defensive 
talents, he was the punter 
for the Sagehens. In 1931 he 
was elected captain of the 
Frosh team and in 1934 
captain of the Varsity.

Crampton. 41, listed a 
deteriorating game and a

decision. 
"About 12 months ago 
my p rio rities kind of 
changed." Crampton said 
" I realized what a wonder­ 
ful family I have and that I 
hadn’t devoted enough 
time to them. Golf was all 
I thought about. 
"For that reason, I want 


to announcem ent my 
retirem ent from com­ 
petitive golf, at least for 
the time being, but leaving 
the options open down the 
road. 
“ I just want to be with 
my family, live a little, be 
a fam ily man, so to 
speak." 
Crampton, only the fifth 


man to reach a million 
dollars in career earnings, 
said he would return only if 
"m y family and I felt it 
was the right thing to do 
and that my game was 
competitive again. Over 
the last year or so, it was 
very difficult. My game 
got to where, in my opi­ 
nion, it was not com­ 


petitive." 
He won his last tourna­ 
ment in the 1975 Houston 
Open, had his poorest 
season in a decade in 1976 
and. in four early season 
starts this year, won only 
$800. 
Crampton ranks fifth on 
the alltime money-winning 
list with $1,374,294. 
Crampton, the son of a 
Syd n e y, 
A u s tra lia 
policem an, joined the 


American tour in 1957 after 
winning the Australian 
Open and gaining an in-' 
vitation to the Masters. 
The sturdy, curly-haired 
man. a "loner" who kept to 
himself and played the 
game with dour expres­ 
sion, struggled for his first 
few seasons in th is 
country. He broke through 
with a victory in the 1961 
M ilw aukee Open and 
became a factor to be 


reckoned with for the next 
15 years. 
Although he failed to win 
one of the game’s Big Four 
championships, he was a 
runner-up four times—all 
to Jack Nicklaus.
